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The  more  stringent  limitations  containedP^i!i?^->-^^ar  Food  Ordfe^  ^  were  designee 
to  help  conserve  milk  and  butterfat  for  use  in  hutf.erY.,j^lli'^^(t^^fr  and  other 
war-important  dairy  foods.    It  is  estimated  that  the  order  thus  far  has  con- 
served enough  butterfat  to  make  about  125,000  pounds  of  butter,  and  enough  non- 
fat solids  to  make  about  55  miillion  pounds  of  skim,  milk  powder. 
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SET  ASIDE  REDUCED  *-  YiFA  reduced  the  set  aside  percentage  on  roller  dried  skim, 
milk  from  75  percent  to  50  percent  of  monthly  production  beginning  May  1*  This 
will  increase  sale  of  roller  dried  skim  milk  to  comi-ercial  users,  reduce 
amount  set  aside  for  government. 
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
